None of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests that image 
processing method for setting up an overlaying sequence for each image area in 
accordance with the recognition result of the attributes which concerning whether each 
extracted image area is a filled closed area, wherein the closed area has an inside of 
which a color has different value from an outside of the closed area, or an unfilled 
closed area, wherein the closed area has an inside of which a color has same value 
from an outside of the closed area, and together with combination of other claimed 
elements as set forth in the independent claims 1 , 9 and 1 7. Therefore, the claims 1 , 9 
and 1 7 are over the prior art of records. 

Claims 2-8, 10-16 and 18-24 are allowed because they are depended on 
independent claims 1, 9 and 17.
